WAVERLY LTV—A giant has come 
to liv e in Sou thern Ohio and he has 
the nativ es both smiling , and wor­ 
ry ing . 


They smile becau se he promises 
them riches and they worry be­ 
cau se they fear he may trample 
them. 
The giant is a v ast tide of 30,000 
transient workers who are mov ing 
into Pike Cou nty which before had 
nev er sheltered more than its own 
14,600 residents. 
The story of the giant started 
on an Au gu st day 'in 195 2 when the 
Atomic Energy Commission an­ 
nou nced plans to bu ild a $1,200,- 
000,000 plant in Pike. 
Pike is a small cou nty nestled 
in the Sou th-Central Ohio hills. 
Only a few of its people had ev er 
known what it was to hav e spare 
v cash. 
So, that Au gu st day , the popu la­ 
tion was both stu nned and ov er­ 
joy ed. Money , money , money ! The 
people 
were 
ov erwhelmed 
with 
anticipation. Then they learned the 
price of their ex pected riches. 
The bu lging giant of migrant 
popu lation wou ld be arou nd for 
fou r y ears and he wou ld leav e 
great scars in the land. He wou ld 
✓^be awkward becau se his size and 
shape wou ld change constantly . By 
day the constru ction force wou ld 
be welded together into a working 
giant; by night, it wou ld fall apart 
into thou sands of indiv idu al hu man 
pieces, with the normal hu man 
needs of places to sleep, cat and 
bu y clothing for themselv es and 
families—anc! place to get a hair­ 
cu t. 
For a while, joy in Pike gav e 
f wa y to near panic. Gradu ally jit­ 
ters abated. 
“ We mu st plan,” the people said. 
“ Planning is the answer.” 
They started by finding ou t what 
happened when the giant constru c­ 
tion forces mov ed in for long v isits j 
at Padu cah, 
Kv ., and Ellenton, 
S. C., sites of other AEC plants. 
The Ohio planners learned phrases 
like “ the ov erwhelmed commu n­ 
ity ” and “ the steam-rollered com-1 
t biu nity .” 
They heard other planners say 
most efforts to plan for the giants’ 
v isits had been the old story of I 
“ too little, too late,” and of boom 
towns that dev eloped a slu ms and 
nev er cou ld hope for better. 
Bu t the Pike Cou nty commu ni­ 
ties planned, and the cou nty and 
the state and the federal gov ern­ 
ment planned, too, u ndau nted by 
Q^iast failu res.

TITO’S VISIT TO Britain cou ld not hav e 
been better timed. Planned before Stalin’s 
death, the Yu goslav dictator’s first formal 
call on a western state was intended to 
dramatize his increasing ties with the anti- 
Sov iet world. Now it contains ev en more 
pointed significance, sy mbolizing a pattern 
for the dissolu tion of the Sov iet empire. 
Mu ch as he tried to cu shion the shock, 
Stalin’s death rattle indu ced sev ere rev er­ 
berations throu ghou t the far-flu ng Ru ssian 
satellites. Czechoslov akia, the first to go to 
pieces u nder the backlash of the great m as­ 
ter’s passing, is now being recast in t h e 
disciple’s likeness. 
A less fatal, bu t not the less far reach­ 
ing, reaction is said to be in the cards for 
Red China, the natu re of which is to be de­ 
termined by the ou tcome of Mao’s and 
Malenkov ’s sparring. Meanwhile a mias­ 
m a of u neasiness ov erhangs all the other 
Red ou tlands. 
Ou t of this haze of fear and u ncertainty 
stru ts Tito in regal splendor. The ty rant 
who dared thu mb his nose at the sainted 
Kremlin is riding high, befriended and re­ 
armed, a sight for sore satellite ey es. Tito- 
ism denotes what happens to the sacrificial 
lamb when he bolts the altar. 
Regardless of how the West may f e e l 
abou t this mav erick’s home politics, he is 
the cold-war m an of the hou r and shou ld 
be play ed to the hilt.

RESO URCEFUL YOUTH 


IN LOS ANGELES, a 3-y ear-old toddled

Asked how he had acqu ired his proficien­ 
cy at su ch a tender age, the new patron 
ex plained that TV reception was so ragged 
where he liv ed that he gav e u p on it and 
took to reading and writing as an antidote. 
Here is a sample of the resou rcefu lness 
that has made America great. Here is 
proof that ru gged indiv idu alism and the pi­ 
oneer spirit still bloom. If driv en to it, the 
y ou nger generation will read a book. 


Sou thern preacher who say s he will not 
shav e u ntil attendance at his chu rch in­ 
creases seems to blame his lack of facial 
foliage, rather than the qu ality of his ser­ 
mons, for poor attendance. 


It is lawfu l to be a member of the Com­ 
mu nist Party . No person commits a felony 
or ev en a misdemeanor when he joins 
su ch a party It is lawfu l to be an officer of 
this party , althou gh each indiv idu al is re­ 
sponsible for his acts, as each indiv idu al 
is alway s responsible for his personal con­ 
du ct. Freedom does not lessen responsibil­ 


ity . 
It is difficu lt to u nderstand why so many 
American citizens before Congressional 
committees take refu ge u nder the Fifth 
Amendment on the grou nd that to admit 
membership 
in 
the 
Commu nist 
Party 
wou ld incriminate them. Of what crime 
Mere membership is no crime. Why then 
shou ld membership be an incrimination, 
per se? 
Take for instance this colloqu y before the 
McCarthy Committee: 
“The Chairman: . . .At the time t h a t 
y ou were a professor at Colu mbia Univ er­ 
sity , were y ou a member of the Commu nist 
Party ? 
“Mr. Donald Henderson: I mu st refu se to 
answer that qu estion on the grou nds that it 
may tend to incriminate me, sir. 
“The Chairman: We hav e been hav ing 
considerable testimony in regard to a Mr. 
Reed Harris, who attended Colu mbia at 
the time y ou did. Let me ask y ou this. At 
the time Mr. Reed Harris and three others 
spoke at a meeting objecting to y ou r being 
remov ed from the facu lty at Colu mbia, 
were y ou then a member of the Commu ­ 
nist Party ? 
“Mr. Henderson: I mu st refu se to an­ 
swer that qu estion on the same grou nds, 
• „ »» 
sir. 
Why ? Precisely why shou ld these qu es­ 
tions lead to incrimination? If Messrs. Hen­ 
derson and Harris were not members of 
the Commu nist Party , the simple answer 
cou ld be, No. If they were members, the 
answers cou ld be Yes, withou t fu rther to- 
do. If they were members and answered 
No, then perju ry wou ld be committed; bu t 
why shou ld a man perju re himself when it 
is no crime of any kind to be a member of 
this organization? 
Senator McCarthy asked Donald Hender­ 
son: 
“ . . .Do y ou honestly feel that if y ou 
were to tell this committee the tru th as to 
whether Reed Harris was a member of the 
Commu nist Party at that time, that might 
tend to incriminate y ou ?” 
To this, Henderson answered: 
“ . . .As I u nderstand the Fifth Amend­ 
ment, it is a protection for me and it is 
not an accu sation against any body else.’’ 
This is altogether tru e, bu t it is not u n­ 
derstandable how Henderson thou ght he 
thou ght he was protecting any one by re­ 
fu sing to tell what he knew abou t Harris, 
ev en to the ex tent of say ing that he knew 
nothing abou t him or that what he knew 
was fav orable. 
Unless a man has committed a crime, 
abou t which he knows bu t no one 
e l s e 
knows, he cannot incriminate himself by 
say ing that he had committed no crime. 
Most of u s do not commit crimes. There­ 
fore, when he refu ses to answer, taking 
refu ge u nder the Fifth Amendment, he 
giv es the impression of knowing that he 
might incriminate himself, while no one is 
accu sing him of any thing. It looks bad for 
him.

tines. In certain people, the in­ 
testinal tract is v ery sensitiv e to 
iron, or the intestines Ju st will 
not absorb this v ital mineral.

In this 
way they receiv e adequ ate daily 
doses u ntil their blood cou nt is 
corrected. Then with a proper 
well-balanced diet containing all 
the necessary v itamins and m in­ 
erals, recu rrence may be av oided.

Ohio State Draft Directors Says T ra g edy Hits 


He Can’t Predict Teen- Age Call p f^ s funeral 


Col. Chester W. Goble, state draft 
director, told The Herald late Mon­ 
day there is no reliable method of 
calculating when Pickaway Coun­ 
ty ’s selectiv e serv ice board 
may 
hav e to beg in drawing men from 
among the 19 -y ear-olds. 
His comment was in reference 
to Washing ton news disp atches 
which said Ohio and 40 o t her 
states will draft 19 -y ear-olds for 
military serv ice in Ap ril. 
It was the third effort to obtain 
for Pickaway County y ouths some 
estimate as to when they mig ht be 
called into the serv ice. 
Colonel Goble’s ex p lanation as to 
why this can’t be done was essen­ 
tially the same as g iv en p rev iously 
by a sp okesman for state selectiv e 
serv ice headquarters and by offi­ 
cials of the draft board here. They 
said there are two chief reasons 
why a local draft board can't esti­ 
mate to any reasonable de g r e e 
when it£ calls will affect the nex t 
lowest ag e g roup . 
* • * 
ONE REASON, they said, is be­ 
cause the size of the calls them ­ 
selv es are not known v ery far in 
adv ance, thus p rev enting any fig ur­ 
ing on how deep the board w i l l 
hav e to draw from its p ool of reg ­ 
istrants. The second reason, state 
and local officials claimed, is be­ 
cause the p ool of men on hand at 
any g iv en time is constantly chang ­ 
ing due to new circumstances af­ 
fecting indiv iduals—making t h e m 
av ailable for the draft after they 
had been deferred or rating them 
a deferment after they had been 
listed 1-A. 
The p resent draft ag e is 18li» to 
26. Draft boards hav e been first 


taking the oldest men they hav e 
av ailable. Until January , state di­ 
rectors had orders from Washing - 
1 ton not to take the teen-ag ers. 
“We just can’t anticip ate when 
the 19 -y ear-olds will be called in 
Pickaway County .” Colonel Goble 
said. “ We hav e to wait and see how 
many men we need, and then see 
how many we hav e left in the older 
g roup s. 
“ We’re not try ing to he arbi­ 
trary about this thing . It’s just 
that there are so many flex ible 
factors involved that neither we 
nor y our local board can 
g ive 
y ou an estimate that would be 
reasonably reliable. In o t h e r 
words, it's imp ossible for us to 
see v ery far ahead. 
‘The status of indiv idual cases is 
constantly 
being 
chang ed, 
and 
that's only one of the 101 reasons 
we can't foresee when we'll need I 
the 19 -y ear-old boy s in Pickaway 11 
County .” 
It had been sug g ested, both to 
state and local draft officials, that 
a roug h estimate be 
g iv en—and I 
emp hasized as such—on the as­ 
sump tion that draft calls will re­ 
main more or less the same here 
for the nex t few months and that 
the chang e-of-status effect would 
leav e the total of men av ailable 
about the same.

The giant is a vast tide of 30.000 
transient workers who are moving 
O into Pike County which before had 
never sheltered more than its own 
14,600 residents.

By 
day the construction force would 
be welded together into a working 
giant; by night, it would fall apart 
into thousands of individual human 
pieces,

|w a y to near panic. Gradually jit­ 
ters abated. 
“ We must plan,” the people said. I 
“ Planning is the answer.” 
They started by finding out what 
happened when the giant construc­ 
tion forces moved in for long visits j 
at Paducah, 
K>\, and Ellenton, 
S, C., sites of other AEC plants. 
The Ohio planners learned phrases 
like “ the overwhelmed commun­ 
ity” and “ the steam-rollered com- 
t biunity.” 
They heard other planners say 
most efforts to plan for the giants’ 
visits had been the old story of 
“ too little, too late,” and of boom 
towns that developed a slums and 
never could hope for better. 
But the Pike County communi­ 
ties planned, and the county and 
the state and the federal govern­ 
ment planned, too, undaunted by 
w iast failures.

more important than the original 
price of a heating system for your 
h om e. 
Put in a cheap plant, or a n y 
plant not geared to keep your house 
comfortable, and you can repent by 
paying heavy fuel bills—not to men­ 
tion possible medical bills. 
TMK WAY your house is built is 
very important in making a choice 
of heating systems, 
If you have no basement, author­ 
ities advise against steam heat or 
gravity systems. The latter depend 
on cool air or cool water gravitat­ 
ing down to the furnace while warm 


air or hot water is rising. 
If your house is not properly in­ 
sulated. you may run Into high op­ 
erating costs for radiant heat. 
But most people have q u i t e 
definite ideas of the tvpe of heat­ 
ing system they think they’d like 
—warm air, hot water, steam, 
electric. 
Moat people also have their pref­ 
erences for the means of spreading 


; those heats—by radiation, Ilks th# 
sun * rays, by convection, which 
wafts the heat or a combination of 
both. 
Each of those systems has Ha 
strong points and its drawbacks.

The big argument ii that air 
ducts already installed in a house 
should make it relatively simple to 
add a cooling unit for Summer uae. 
It may or may not be as simple 
as that, hut at least it should be 
simpler than starting from scratch.

TITO S VISIT TO Britain could not have 
been better timed. Planned before Stalin's 


death, the Yugoslav dictator’s first formal 
call on a western state was intended to 
dramatize his increasing ties with the anti- 
Soviet world. Now it contains even more 
pointed significance, symbolizing a pattern 
for the dissolution of the Soviet empire. 


Much as he tried to cushion the shock, 
Stalin's death rattle induced severe rever­ 
berations throughout the far-flung Russian 
satellites. Czechoslovakia, the first to go to 
pieces under the backlash of the great mas­ 
ter’s passing, is now being recast in t h e 
disciple’s likeness. 
A less fatal, but not the less far reach­ 
ing, reaction is said to be in the cards for 
Red China, the nature of which is to be de­ 
termined by the outcome of Mao’s and 
Malenkov’s sparring. Meanwhile a mias­ 
ma of uneasiness overhangs all the other 
Red outlands. 
Out of this haze of fear and uncertainty 
struts Tito in regal splendor. The tyrant 
who dared thumb his nose at the sainted 
Kremlin is riding high, befriended and re­ 
armed, a sight for sore satellite eyes. Tao­ 
ism denotes what happens to the sacrificial 
lamb when he bolts the altar. 
Regardless of how the West may f e e l 
about this maverick’s home politics, he is 
the cold-war man of the hour and should 
be played to the hilt. 


RESOURCEFUL YOUTH 


IN LOS ANGELES, a 3-year-old toddled 
up to the desk in the public library and 
demanded a card, saying he wanted to 
read a book. 


When advised cards were issued only to 
persons who can read and write, the young 
visitor 
confounded 
the 
attendants 
by 
promptly passing qualifying tests. He got 
his card and an armful of books. 
Asked how he had acquired his proficien­ 
cy at such a tender age, the new patron 
explained that TV reception was so ragged 
where he lived that he gave up on it and 
took to reading and writing as an antidote.

It is lawful to be a member of the Com­ 
munist Party. No person commits a felony 
or even a misdemeanor when he joins 
such a party It is lawful to be an officer of 
this party, although each individual is re­ 
sponsible for his acts, as each individual ! 
is always responsible for his personal con­ 


duct. Freedom does not lessen responsibil­ 


ity- 
It is difficult to understand why so many 
American citizens before Congressional 
committees take refuge under the Fifth 
Amendment on the ground that to admit 
membership 
in 
the 
Communist 
Party 


would incriminate them. Of what crime? 
Mere membership is no crime. Why then 


should membership be an incrimination, 
per se? 


Take for instance this colloquy before the 
McCarthy Committee: 
“The Chairman: . . .At the time t h a t 
you were a professor at Columbia Univer­ 


sity, were you a member of the Communist 
Party? 


“Mr. Donald Henderson: I must refuse to 
answer that question on the grounds that it 
may tend to incriminate me, sir. 
“The Chairman: We have been having 
considerable testimony in regard to a Mr. 
Reed Harris, who attended Columbia at 
the time you did. Let me ask you this. At 
the time Mr. Reed Harris and three others 
spoke at a meeting objecting to your being 
removed from the faculty at Columbia, 
were you then a member of the Commu­ 
nist Party? 
“Mr. Henderson: I must refuse to an­ 
swer that question on the same grounds, 
sir.’* 
Why? Precisely why should these ques­ 
tions lead to incrimination? If Messrs. Hen­ 
derson and Harris were not members of 
the Communist Party, the simple answer 
could be, No. If they were members, the 
answers could be Yes, without further to- 
do. If they were members and answered 
No, then perjury would be committed; but 
why should a man perjure himself when it 
is no crime of any kind to be a member of 
this organization? 
Senator McCarthy asked Donald Hender­ 
son: 
. .Do you honestly feel that if you 
were to tell this committee the truth as to 
whether Reed Harris was a member of the 
Communist Party at that time, that might 
tend to incriminate you?” 
To this, Henderson answered: 
**. . .As I understand the Fifth Amend­ 
ment, it is a protection for me and it is 
not an accusation against anybody else.’* 
This is altogether true, but it is not un­ 
derstandable how Henderson thought he 
thought he was protecting anyone by re­ 
fusing to tell what he knew about Harris, 
even to the extent of saying that he knew 
nothing about him or that what he knew 
was favorable. 
Unless a man has committed a crime, 
about which he knows but no one e l s e 
knows, he cannot incriminate himself by 
saying that he had committed no crime. 
Most of us do not commit crimes. There­ 
fore, when he refuses to answer, taking 
refuge under the Fifth Amendment, he 
gives the impression of knowing that he 
might incriminate himself, while no one is 
accusing him of anything. It looks bad for 
him.

health, the doctor is ap t to take 
a few drops of blood for a “red 
blood count." Tills is to find out 
if the person has anem ia or d e­ 
ficient coloring in the blood. 
Anemia may be due to a liver 
discase, or diseases of the blood- 
forming organs in the bone m a r­ 
row an d spleen. 


Nutritional Type 
On the other hand, anem ia may 
be of the nutritional type th a t is 
due to a deficiency of iron-con­ 
taining foods In the diet. This 
may also occur when the stom ach 
fails to absorb from the food cer­ 
tain substance! needed for blood 
formation. Of course, if the diet 
itself is poor in these substances, 
nutritional anem ia can follow as 
a result. 
In most cases, however, n u tri­ 
tional anemia Is due to insuffi­ 
cient absorption from th e stom ­ 
ach and intestines of 
factors 
actually present in the food. 
Certain minerals, such as iron, 
calcium, cobalt and copper, as 
well as certain vitamins, are nec­ 
essary for blood formation. 


Anemia Too Common 
In the United States, anem ia 
due to poor nutrition or lack of 
the right foods Is all too common, 
showing th a t a balanced food in ­ 
take is somewhat inadequate in 
this country. 
This type of anem ia is found 
mostly in persons suffering from 
loss of appetite because of an 
improper balance in the food in- 


Itake. but sometimes as a result 
of emotional disturbance. It m ay 
occur 
in 
people 
who 
follow 
dietary fads, and also In those 
having food allergies or peculiar­ 
ities, or those who are extremely 


I poor. 
Of all the anemias, the ones due 
to an iron deficiency are most 
frequently seen. Usually, these 
people are helped Immediately 
when they change to a diet rich 
in iron along with iron pills com­ 
bined w.-h high doses of vitam in 
C as well as other vitam ins and 
minerals. 


Intestinal Intolerance 
Every once in a while some per­ 
sons do not respond to high doses 
of iron, even though they have 
'a n iron deficiency. These people 
have an intolerance to adequate 
doses due to some form of irrita ­ 
tion to the stomach and intes­ 
tines. In certain people, the in­ 
testinal tract Is very sensitive to 
iron, or the intestines Just will 
not absorb this vital mineral. 
These 
people 
are 
definitely 
helped by Injections of iron prep­ 
arations in the veins. In this 
way they receive adequate daily 
doses until their blood count is 
corrected. Then with a proper 
well-balanced diet containing all 
the necessary vitamins and m in­ 
e ra ls , recurrence may be avoided.

Feeder Tips 


On Markets 


Lower Prices, Less 
Profits Predicted 
For Next 5 Years 


“The cattle business is at a m a­ 
jor turning point. Around the cor­ 
ner are lov er cattle prices, l e s s 
profit for cattlemen and more beef 
for customers.” 
That's what two farm econom­ 
ists, L. II. Slitter! and L. F. 
Slice, told feeders last Septem­ 
ber. Their predictions proved so 
accurate that they again have 
been asked to answer questions 
vital to cattle feeders today. 
They begin their statement with 
this summary: 
“ If you are a recent starter in 
the feeding game, you may have to 
learn the business anew. In t h e 
period of heavy marketings j u s t 
ahead, you’ll not be able to profit 
merely by owning the cattle you 
fatten. 
“ Whether you re new or experi­ 
enced, you'll need to use discrim­ 
ination in buying and careful judg­ 
ment in feeding to make the cattle 
return a decent price for your feed 
and labor.” 
• • • 
THEY BASE their predictions on 
a study of the cattle industry in 
the last 70 years which reveals 
“ cycles” of high prices 
during 
“ building up” in numbers and low- 
er prices when high numbers force 
high marketings. With cattle num­ 
ber* now at a record 93.7 million, 
the two economists see heavy m ar­ 
ketings and lower prices “ p r o b- 
ably through the next five years.” 
Here are the seven leading ques­ 
tions on the minds of cattle feeders 
and answers by the two experts: 
I. Is there danger of a severe 
price break in high-quality grain- 
feds later this year? 
Prices of high-quality grain feds 
will work lower in late Spring and 
•arly Summer. The market w i l l 
have to absorb more of these cat­ 
tle than in 1952. There are about 18 
per cent more steers, 25 per cent 
more heifers and 60 per cent more 
calves in feed lots. If marketings 
are bunched there could be a sharp 


break in prices of high-quality cat­ 
tle. 
2. 
Beef 
cattle 
prices 
have 
dropped 28 per cent In the last 
12 months and feed grain prices ] 
only nine per cent. How will this 
affect feeding profits? 
It will be more difficult to make 
weight gains at a profit. 
F e e d 
should not be used extravagantly 
because it is cheaper. The drop in 
prices of fat cattle means t h a t 
lower-cost gains will continue to be 
important, especially for long-term 
programs. 
3. Is it more difficult to realize 
good profits when cattle slaughter 
is on the upswing of its cycle than 
when slaughter is decreasing? 
Yes. Increasing slaughter usually 
brings declining prices. Fed cattle 
may have to be sold when prices 
are lower than those prevailing 
when feeders were bought. If gen­ 
eral inflation is not renewed, in­ 
creasing slaughter may force cat­ 
tlemen to sell on declining markets 
the next three or four years. 
• • • 
4. WHICH declines most during 
years 
of 
increasing 
slaughter, 
prices of high-quality s t e er s or 
cheaper cattle? 
Prices of cheaper cattle. That is 
because marketings of she-stock 
and other lower-quality stuff in­ 
crease 
rapidly 
as 
demand 
for 
breeding stock in reduced. This fact 
has been demonstrated the last IO 
months. 
5. Will it pay to hold finished cat­ 
tle for higher prices in this stage 
of the cattle cycle? 
It might pay sometimes. Usually 
it is best to sell cattle as soon as 
they put on finish to match their 
quality. Cost of gains on cattle that 
already are adequately finished are 
high. There’s risk, too, that b i g 
runs may lower prices. 
6. What is the fed heifer out­ 
look? 
The supply of heifer beef will in­ 
crease more than that of steer beef 
the next three or four months. Heif­ 
er prices will be further discount­ 
ed. Heifer carcasses usually a r e 
more wasty than steers. That is 
especially true of older heifers. 
It seems advisable to place heif­ 
ers on feed earlier and 
market 
them lighter than many farmers 
have been doing in recent years A 
good program to follow is to put 
heifers in the feed lot in Fall and 
push them for a May or June m ar­ 
ket. Yearling heifers now on feed 
should be finished and sold as soon 
as possible.

or (b) pasture w ithout feed 60 to 90 
days, then full feed on pasture or 
in dry lot. 
Pasture-feeding of good to choice 
steer calves has been a sound and 
popular program in many corn belt 
farms. It will probably be one of 
the best in the immediate years 
ahead. 


Security Council 
Being Enlarged 
WASHINGTON OB — President 
Eisenhower has enlarged the Na­ 
tional Security Council and, the 
White House said yesterday, “ has 
been giving attention to strength 
ening and improving (its) opera­ 
tions.” 
The council is the top defense 
policy-making agency. 
Named to sit with the council 
were Secretary of the Treasury 
Humphrey and the director of de­ 
fense mobilization when one is ap­ 
pointed. Arthur S. Flemming is 
now acting director. 


Col. Chester W. Goble, state draft 
director, told The Herald late Mon­ 
day there is no reliable method of 
calculating when Pickaway Coun­ 
ty’s selective service board 
may 
have to begin drawing men from 
among the 19 year-olds. 
Hit comment was in reference 
to Washington news dispatches 
which said Ohio and 40 o t her 
states will draft 19 year olds for 
military aervice in April. 
It was the third effort to obtain 
for Pickaway County youths some 
estimate as to when they might be 
called into the service. 
Colonel Goble's explanation as to 
why this can’t be done was essen­ 
tially the same as given previously 
by a spokesman for state selective 
service headquarters and by offi­ 
cials of the draft board here. They 
said there are two chief reasons 
why a local draft board can't esti­ 
mate to any reasonable d e g r e e 
when itrf calls will affect the next 
lowest age group. 


*

• 
ONE REASON, they said, is be­ 
cause the size of the calls them ­ 
selves are not known very far in 
advance, thus presenting any figur­ 
ing on how deep the board w i l l 
have to draw from its pool of reg­ 
istrants. The second reason, state 
and local officials claimed, is be­ 
cause the pool of men on hand at 
any given time is constantly chang­ 
ing due to new circumstances af­ 
fecting individuals—making t h e m 
available for the draft after they 
had been deferred or rating them 
a deferment after they had been 
listed 1-A. 
The present draft age is IS1* to 
26. Draft boards have been first 


taking the oldest men they have 
available. Until January, state di­ 
rectors had orders from Washing­ 
ton not to take the teen agers. 
“ We just can’t anticipate when j 
the 19 year-olds will he called in 
Pickaway County,” Colonel Goble 
said. “ We have to wait and see how- 
many men we need, and then see 
how many we have left in the older 
groups. 
“ We’re not trying to He arbi­ 
trary about this thing. It’s just 
that there are so many flexible 
factors involved that neither we 
nor your local board ran 
give 
you an estimate that would be 
reasonably reliable. In o t h e r 
words, it's impossible for us to 
see very far ahead. 
‘The status of individual cases is 
constantly 
being 
changed, 
and 
that's only one of the 101 reasons 
we can't foresee when we’ll need 
the 19-year-old boys in Pickaway 
County.” 
It had been suggested, both to 
state and local draft officials, that 
a rough estimate he 
given—and 
emphasized as such—on the as­ 
sumption that draft calls will re­ 
main more or less the same here 
for the next few months and that 
the change-of-status effect would 
leave the total of men available 
about the same. 
This, it was pointed out. would 
enable Pickaway County’s 19-year- 
olds to plan to some e x t e n t a 
month or two ahead. Draft officials, 
however, said no calculation could 
be made on such a basis. It was 
not clear, in view 
of these 
an­ 
nouncements, how much advance 
notice 19-year-olds here will be 
able to expect.
